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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special technical 
features of group I include a mother board, a base material with wiring circuit and an 
inner via hole connecting the motherboard and the base material. In contrast, the 
special technical features of group II include the steps of laminating a base material 
having wiring circuit to a motherboard and further comprises a step of forming a 

via hole. 
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3. Further, the invention of Group I contains claims directed to more than one 
species of the generic invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention 
because they are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1. The species have different structural arrangement.
